EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application relates to providing a system and method for encoding one or 
more repetitive data blocks in data communicated over a network comprising: 

"the encoder module determining whether the client device is supported for decoding by 
at least one corresponding decoder module based on the destination address of the client device, 
and the encoder module passing through the data when the destination address of the client 
device is not supported for decoding by a decoder module." 

The closet prior art, Malcolm et al. (WO 00/07124), discloses a system and method for 
encoding web objects into and decoding web objects from object signatures, wherein the object 
signatures are transmitted from one router node to another over a communications network. 
However, Malcolm fails to anticipate or render obvious the above quoted limitations of the 
present application. This renders the claims allowable.
